Wherein* we obferve, that the Author delivers by a new Method and 
Order of his own, grounded upon Algebraical Elements, divers new De- 
monftrations of the more common Prcpofitions , contained chiefly in the 
firft fix Books of Euclid!* Element j, and without recourfe to Euclid, or sny 
other Geometrical Writer, for proof of any thing aflcrted in thofenew 

Elements. 
Whereto is added, the Solution of an Arithmetical Problem, which the 

Author calls Magick Squares, viz- 

Afquare of Cells being %iven, even or odd 7 filled with Numbers, either in 
mi Arithmetical or Geometrical Progrtfion\ fo to dijpofe all thofeNumbtrs 
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into another likefquare of Cells y that all the Numbers of each band, whether to 
the right or to the left , upwards or downwards, or diagonally, the Numbers gi- 
ven being in an Arithmetical Progreffion, added together, do always mak$ the 
fame Sum, and thofe in a Geometrical Progreffion, multiplied into one another, 
do always rnakg the fame Product. 

II. SYNOPSIS OPTICA, Avh. HONORATO FABRI, 
Soc> Jefttj Lugduni Gail, in 4 . Ann. \ 667 . 

This Author pretends to have comprised in thisTreatlfe, containing 58 
Propoftiuns, befides many Corollaries,z\\ what hath been hitherto difcover'd 
in Opticks, and to have added thereto many curious and ufeful remarks, not 
mentioned in other Authors. 

He begins with that part which is the moft flmple, and considers the 
freight Ray, called by the general name of Opticks-, where he jfhews, what 
is the cauie of thofe furprizing efFefts of the Per (pelhve, which foplca- 
lingly deceive the eye ', examining there many curious Experiments. 

In the fecond part (the Catoptrics, that have for their Objed Rays, refle- 
cted) he gives an account of all the Apparences in Lookjng-Glaffes, Convex, 
Concave, Cylindrical, &c. 

In the third (the Dioptricki,thzt confider Rays refraUed) he treats largely 
of Tdefcopes of all forts, Spherical, Elliptical, Hyperbolical; asalfoof 
Microfcopes, and the effe&s of all of them: Where, among many other 
particulars, he delivers and commends, as an invention oiEnflachio Divini 
the way of furnifhing a Telefcope, with two Eye-Glafles, outwardly flat, 
and inwardly convex, fo as that they touch one another in the center of 
their convex Superficies. 

In this part he explicates the Dodrine of Refra&ions and Parallaxes ; 
annexing feveral particulars concerning Comets, the Ring of Saturn, &c. and 
concluding all with an Appendix, wherein having refuted the Spiral Hypo- 
thefts, devifed to fnpport the PtolcmaickSyilcm of the World,he advanceth 
a new onc,judged by him very fuitable to render an account of the Motion 
of the Celeflial Bodies in the fame Syitem that fuppofeth the Earths im- 
mobility, which he fecras unwilling to defert. 

III. DE VI PERCUSS ION IS, JOH. ALPHONS. BORELLI. 
Kononice in 4 . 1667. 

Whereas in the do&rine of Pcrcuffion fcvcral things are to be accurately 
diftinguilh'd, as the Force percuffwe, the Motion, or the Telocity of the Per- 
cullion, and the JRef fiance of the Body percuflcd ; and then an Eltimate to 
be made of the Proportion pf thofe three to one another. This Author 
pretends to have both afligned that Difference, and dcmonltrated the Pro- 
portion*,- adding, that though GdiUo law and acknowledged (vid. at the 
end of his fourth Dialogue De motuprojeEhornm) That t he Force of Percuf- 
fon was Infinite, or (rather) Hnlimitted, yet he there rcferr'd difcourling up- 
on that Argument to another opportunity; which not having been per- 
formed by him ( for ought could be foojxl by any of his Writings, cither

printed or Manufcript, which latter were purpofdy fearched after his 
death to find fuch a Difcourfe) our Author pretends, that that Proportion 
concerning the Infnitenefi of the force of Pemijfwn, not having been yet 
demonltrated by apy, he hath in this J?oo^refuriied the whole matter con- 
cerning Percuffton , and clearly demonltrated the true and genuine Na- 
ture of it, its Caufe, Proprieties, and EfFefts. In the_ doing of which, he 
taketh occaiion to difcourfe alfo of Gravity, Magnetifm, Tremor of Bodies, 
Pendulums, &c. All which, whilft the Reader is confidering, the Author 
tells him, that he is making ready his other Books concerning the Motions 
of Animals. 

IV. NIC. STENONIS MVSCVLI DESCRIPTIO 
G EO MET RICA, Florentine in 4 . Ann. 1667. 

The Author of this Book declareth, that his deiign in compofing it was 
to (hew, that in a Mufcle neither the Parts of it can be diltin&ly named, nor 
its Motion duly conlidered, unlefs the Do&rine thereof become apart of 
iheMathematickj* And he is of opinion, that there is no other caufe of 
the many Errors, which fpoil the Hiitory concerning the Humane Body, 
than that Anatomy hath hitherto difdain'd the Laws of the Mathematicki : 





Engines, whofe true knowledge whoever thinks that it can be inveltigated 
without Mathematical affilrance, mult alio think, that there is matter 
without Extenfion, and Body without Figure. 

Hereupon he fhews, that the very Fakricks>f the Mufcles impofeth a kind 
of neceffity upon confideringWritZTS to explicate them Mathematically : In 
conformity whereimto, he pretends to have found, that in every Mufcle 

of Tendons, 
or ranks of Fi- 
bres, equal, like, and parallel among themfeives, and fo immediately pla- 
ced upon one another, that whole Ranks are congruous to whole Ranks. 
Here he explains the Dimenfons of a Mufcle,irs Contraction and Strength 9 
and adds,that the nft of this new difcovery of the ftru&ure of the Mufcles 7 
is to demonftrate, That they may fwell in their Contra&ion without the, 
Acceffion of new Matter. 

He fubjoins a Letter to Monfieur Thevenot, in which,among other things, 
he alledges feveral Experiments, tofhew, that the motion of the Heart is 
like the motion of Mufcles ; and anfvvers thofe who pretend, that the true 
Fabrick of lYiz Heart hath already been obferved heretofore •, and thofe 
Jikewife who think, that thefe new Obfervations of the Mufcles are un- 
certain, concluding this Subject with an enumeration of the Particulars, 
yet remaining to be fearch'd into in the Hiftory of the Mufcles. 

To all thefe things he adds two Narratives -, one, of a difie&ed Head cf 
a Shark, which he calls Cams Carckaria,v?herc he delivers many curious Ob- 
fervations of the Skin, Eye, Optick Nerves, Ocular Mufcles, exceeding 
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fmallnefs of the Brain,as alfo of the Mouth,and ihrange Teeth of this Fin* 
examining withal], whether the Glojfopetrtfe the Teeth of this Creaturt, 
or Stones produced by the Earth ; in which Controverfie he takes theiy 
part, who maintain, that thofe and divers other fubftances found in the 
Earth, are parts of the Bodies of Animals, and endeavours to prove, that 
fuch forts of Earth may be thefediments of Water, and fuch Bodies, the 
parts of Animals carried down together with thofe Sediments, and in 
progrefs of time reduced to a ftony hardnefs. * 

* This SubjeSt Mr. Hook hath alfo difcourfed of at large in fever al of his public^ 
Leftures, founded by Sir John Cutler 9 which Lectures he read about t wo years 
fnce in Grelham College ,/# the pre fence of many Learned and Carious perfons ; 
which alfo had been long fnce made publicly had not other indifpen fable Affairs 
hindred him from takjng care of the Prep : where he hath not onlyfhewn the Ori- 
gin of thefe G loflbpetne,fatf > of all other cimoujly figured Stones and Minerals ; 
together with that ofMountains,Lakes, I/lands,Scc. thofrom afomewhat dijfe~ 
ring Hypothelis, of which the Curious mayfiortly receive a further account. 

The other Narrative is of a Female Dog-Fifi, "diflc&ed alfo by himfelf, 
where do occur no lefs remarkable Obfervations than in theformer, both 
of the parts m the Head, and of thofe in the Body, as touching the final! 
weight of the Brain of this Fifh, compared* to the weight of its Body ; 
feveral little Fifies found in the Stomach, untouched by any Teeth; the 
Vreters, the Ovarium, and Ovidittxs, where he digrefles to fhew, Mulierum 
teftescjfeOvario analogos, and refers for further proof of this to his intended 
Treatife, which is, to give an account departhm Geniialimn Analogia.
